HEART DISEASE TUE CAUSE. 
New Y ork, Jan. 30.—Secretary Win- 
dom died suddenly here Thursday night 
from heart disease. J ust as the Secretary 
concluded his speech at the Hoard of 
Trade dinner he grew deathly pale, his 
•yes shut and opened spasmodically, 
and he fell inert on his chair. Thence 
h« slipped to the floor where he lay un­ 
conscious. The most intense excitement 
immediately ensued. Judge Arnoux, ex- 
Secretary Bayard and Captain Snow 
were the first of several who ran to 
Mr. Windom’s aid. They found him ap­ 
parently unconscious. They lifted him 
gently and carried him into an ante­ 
room, where several physicians pro­ 
ceeded at once to his assistance, but it 
was found that he was dead 
His had 
been the first toast of the evening. He 
bad finished his response,had seated him­ 
self, swooned at once and died almost 
Instantly. Every effort to restore him 
was made, but in vain. Ile died of 
heart disease. 
The great assemblage 
at once dissolved. Mr. Windom had 
been the only speaker, and the senti­ 
ment to which he responded was: “Our 
Country’s Prosperity Dependent Upon

A cry went up from those 
sitting near the guests’ table: 
“Look, look at Mr. Windom!” 
Every eye was turned toward the 
man whose voice had just ceased. At 
the rear of the hall many stood, and 
many echoed the cry as Mr. Windom 
•ollapsed in his chair and was falling 
lo the floor. 
His face was ghastly 
and a cry of horror arose

present at the dinner got there first and 
drove the others back.

For six minutes the 
electric shocks were applied incessant­ 
ly, but without success.

He was pronounced dead byWDre. 
Robinson and Durant. “I would say 
that the cause of his death was apo­ 
plexy,” said Dr. Robinson, “if it was 
not for the history of heart dis­ 
ease. I am inclined to think that heart 
disease killed him. Mr. Windom was sub­ 
ject to fits of heart failure. Tuesday 
last he was seized with au attack while 
on the steps of the Treasury at Wash­ 
ington, but he did not lose conscious­ 
ness and was able to take care of him­ 
self.”

THE NEWS AT THE CAPITAL. 
W a sh in g to n , 
Jan. 
80.—The an­ 
nouncement of the sudden death of Sec­ 
retary Windom in New York gave al­ 
most as great a shock to his official 
friends and associates here as did the 
•hooting of President Garfield to the 
members of his official household. It 
was so terribly sudden and unexpected 
that all who heard the news were pro­ 
foundly shocked and so overcome as to 
be unable to express the grief they felt. 
As soon as the telegram bearing the 
sad intelligence was received by the 
Associated Press its contents were im­ 
mediately communicated to President 
Harrison 
at 
the 
White 
House. 
He 
was 
in 
the 
library 
at 
the 
time, 
talking with Mrs. Harrison, 
and when the message was read to 
him he was greatly distressed and 
almost completely overcome. He im­ 
mediately ordered his carriage and 
went at once to the house of the Post­ 
master-General, but a fow blocks away, 
where a Cabinet dinner had been in 
progress and from which he had re­ 
turned but a few minutes before. A 
reception had followed the dinner, so 
the guests had not dispersed. 
Mrs. Windom and her two daughters 
‘ and Mrs. Colgate, of New York, who 
> is visiting them, were among those 
_ present at the reception. As soon ae 
the President arrived he had a hurried 
oonversation with Secretaries Blaine 
and Proctor and 
the 
Postmaster- 
General 
and 
told 
them 
of 
the 
grief 
that 
had 
befallen 
them. 
They then privately informed Mrs. 
Colgate of Mr. Windom’s death, and she, 
without exciting the 
suspicions of 
Mrs. Windom and her daughters, suc­ 
ceeded in getting them to their carriage 
and home. 
The President, Secretary 
Proctor and Postmaster-General Wona- 
maker entered a carriage and followed 
directly after. 
When Mrs. Windom 
and her daughters reached the house 
Mrs. Colgate gently broke the dreadful 
news Mrs. Windom was completely 
overcome and had to be assisted to 
her chamber. The shock was a terrible 
one, as when the Secretary left Wash­ 
ington in the morning he seemed in the 
best of health and spirits. The Presi­ 
dent and the members of his Cabinet 
who were 
present extended 
their 
sympathy to the stricken family and 
offered their services to them. 
Official information of the death came 
in a telegram from Secretary Tracy and 
Attorney-General Miller, who wero 
present at the banquet. It said: 
"Secretary Windom having concluded his 
speech, and while the next speaker ra s being 
announced, sunk down with an attack of heart 
disease and died within ten minutes. 
His 
death occurred at IO o'clock. Yon will know 
how to conrey the intelligence to his family.” 
To this the President immediately 
replied, saying that he was greatly 
shocked and asking 
them to take 
charge of the body and bring it to 
Washington as early as possible. It is 
expected that the 
remains will be 
brought here this morning. Telegrams 
have been sent to some of the late Sec­ 
retary’s relatives informing them of 
his death. 
SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 
William Windom was born in Belmont Coun­ 
ty, O., May IO, 1527. He received an aoadsmlo 
education, studied law at Mount Vernon. O.. 
and was admitted to the bar In 1830. In 1858 
he became prosecuting attorney for Knox 
County, but in 1503 removed to Minnesota, and 
was 
chosen 
to Congress for 
the 
term 
beginning March 
A 
1809. 
He 
was 
re­ 
elected thereafter every two years until 1869, 
serving with credit to himself and his State 
through the period of the civil war and recon­ 
struction. In the lower House, owing to his 
familiarity with the red men, he served two 
terms as chairman of the committee on Indian 
•flairs, and was also at the head of tbs spseial 
committee to visit the Western tribes In 1866 
and of that on the conduct of the Com­ 
missioner of Indian 
Affairs 
in 
1807. 
In 
1870 he was appointed to the United States 
Senate to fill the unexpired term of Daniel & 
Norton, deceased, and he was subsequently 
chosen 
for 
the 
term 
that 
ended 
In 
1877. 
He 
was 
re-elected for 
the 
one that closed in 1S83. but resigned In 1881 
to 
enter 
the 
Cabinet 
of 
President 
Garfield as Secretary of the Treasury but, re­ 
tired on the accession of President Arthur la 
the same year. The vacancy was filled durin g 
the called session of that year by Alonso J. 
Edgerton, under executive appointment. In 
October of the same year, after Mr. Windom’e 
withdrawal from the Treasury os the death of 
President Garfield, he was elected by the Min 
nesota Legislature to fill the vacancy eaused 
.by his resignation early la the year, and he 
served until the close of the term in 18S3. 
Mr. Windom was a candidate for the Presi­ 
dency before the Republican convention of 1889, 
the Minnesota delegation casting their tea 
votes for him until tne twenty ninth ballot, 
when some of the votes were transferred to Mr. 
Blaine. Three delegates voted for him until 
the close of the balloting. 
After his retire­ 
ment from tho Senate in 1S83 Mr. Windom 
spent his time between Minnesota and New 
York, pract.ein? law aul attending to business 
interests, until called to the Treasury portfolio 
by President Harrl3tn.

Senator Hale (Me.) 
m o v e d t o lay the am endm ent on the 
table, and th at motion was agreed to— 
yeas, 38; nays, ‘29. 
The bill was then 
passed exactly as it came from the 
House —yeas. 37; nays, 24—a strict party 
vote. 
This makes any conference unneces­ 
sary and the bill will probably have 
the President's signature w ithin a week. 
Tile various State Legislatures which 
are now in session will therefore have 
a chance to redistrict their States in ac­ 
cordance w ith the provisions of the 
bill. 
They w ill undoubtedly do this 
except iii cases of a political dead­ 
lock. 
Illinois

from Bluff City, who insisted on hold­ 
ing a claim he had reached Thursday 
m orning before the m em ber of the 
O'Connor band who had staked it out a 
fetv days ago. 
The lum ber yards have all done 
a booming business for tw o weeks past, 
and m ost of tho boomers carry enough 
lum ber w ith them to build a shanty.

The Fam ous H oc M oney Succeeds W am ­ 
pum , M u s k e t G alls and Tobacco. 
The earliest coinage for America wa* 
that made in 1G12 for tho Virginia com­ 
pany at the Somers islands, now called 
Bermudas. 
The coin was of brass, 
with the legend, “Somers Island,” and 
a “liogrge on one side, in memory of 
tho abundance of hogges which were 
found on their first landing.” 
This 
was the famous “hog money.” 
Tho earliest colonial coinage was in 
Massachusetts in 1652, a “mint howso” 
being established at Boston, and the 
“quoines” being a shilling, sixpence 
and threepenny pieces. 
Before this 
tile currency of the colonists was a very 
mixed one. 
Musket balls passed for 
change at a farthing apiece, and were 
legal tender for sums under a shilling. 
Tobacco and tobacco receipts were 
legal tender; corn and beans and cod­ 
fish were also employed. 
Wampum, 
however, was tho commonest currency 
of all. 
It was the shell bead money of 
the Indians, and was soon accepted by 
the colonists as a convenient token. 
There were two kinds of wampum— 
wampumeag, which was white and 
made from the conch of the periwinkle; 
and suekanhock, which was dark pur­ 
ple and made from the hard shell clam. 
The purple was worth twice as mach aa 
the white. 
Tho shell was broken in 
pieces, rubbed smooth on a stone till 
about the thickness of a pipestem, then 
pierced with a drill and strong into 
necklaces, bracelets and belts. 
The English, French and Dutch set­ 
tlers all used wampum, the value be­ 
ing fixed in 1640 at six beads fo ra 
penny. The strings were called fathoms} 
and varied in value from five to ten 
shillings. Shell money has played quite 
an important part in the world’s com­ 
merce. 
The small, hard shell known 
as the cowry is still used in India, the 
Indian islands and Africa in the place 
of subsidiary coin. 
In 1851 more than 1,000 tons of these 
shells were brought from India to Liver­ 
pool, to be exported to the coast of 
Africa in exchange for palm oil. 
In 
Bengal they are worth 32,000 to the 
rupee (forty-six cents), or about seventy 
to the cent. 
The cowry is a gastero- 
pod mollusk, is beautifully marked, 
and is strung on a tough grass string 
for convenience of transportation. 
The British Columbia Indians still 
ase a variety of wampum made of ha- 
iqua shells. 
These they string up and 
iso as an ornamental border to dresses, 
;lieir currency value being one string 
for a beaver’s skin. 
Looking back to tho pre-wampum 
lays, it is learned that of the aboriginal 
money of the American continent, the 
mounds in and adjoining the valley of 
;he Mississippi have produced speci­ 
mens of lignite, coal, bone, terra cotta, 
mica, pearl, 
carnelian, 
chalcedony, 
xgate, jasper, gold, silver, copper, lead 
md iron, which were fashioned into 
forms evincing considerable skill and 
irt. 
According to Prescott, the money 
jf the Aztecs and the nations in kin 
;onsisted of quills filled with gold dust
